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The Return of the Dead. 


A Wonderful Story Related by an American 
Man-of- War's Man. 


Concerning the history of the subjoined 
curious narrative, the original manuscript of 
Which, Bg in 5 a ink on the 
rough, dingy paper of sixty years ago, was 
placed In my hands in the course of a recent 
visit to America, only a few worda are neces: 
sary. The narrative is addressed to “Mrs. 
Rodgers and sister,” and appears to have 
been written at the request of the former 
Indy, after ih authors return from sea on the 
termination of his services as surgeon on the 
President fri 
of the American republic in 


England of 4812-14. Commodore Rodgers, 
who commanjed the President during the 
war, and whd was the husband of the lady 


for whom the account was written, gave to 
Dr. Turk's narrative his endorsement of its 
jeta Becu . Of the authenticity of 
he document there can be no possibility of 
donbt.. “Some time in the latter part of De- 
cember, 1813," saya Dr. Turk, “a man by the 
name of Willlam Kemble, aged about 23 
a xeaman on board of the United States 
rigate President, commanded by Commo- 
dore John Rodgery,on a cruise then near the 
western Islands, was brought to me from one 
of the tops, in which he was stationed, hav- 
` ing bursta vessel in his lurgs, being at the 
time in great danger of instant death, the 
blood gushing in great violencé from his 
month and nostrils. With much difficulty I 
succeeded in stopping the discharge, and he 
was put upon the use of remedies suited to 


his case. I visited him often, and had the 
best of opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with his temper, habits and Intellectual at- 


tainments, and under all circumstances, dur- 
ing his iliness, found his language and be- 
havior such as stamped him the rough, pro- 
fane, and illiterate sailor. It is my belief, 
although I cannot positively assert it, that 
he could not either read or write. It is cer- 
tain that his conversation never differed in 
the least from that of the most ignorant and 
abandoned of his associates, constantly 
mixed with oaths and the lowest vulgarity. 
Had he possessed talents or 2 he must 
have betrayed it to me during his long con- 
finement. < $ 

“In the early part of January (1814), a 
vessel bore down upon us with 2 a 
ance of being uu Eoglish frigate.

I became for a moment 
speechless and motionless, Thinks I to my- 
self, what have I done, or left undone, in this 
man’s case, that sueuld cause him thus to 
stare at me at this late hour, and alone? 1 
waited a long time in painful suspense, 
dreading some horrid disclosure, when 1 was 
relteved by his commanding me to fetch him 
some water.

PERSONAL INCIDENTS AND ACQUAINTANCES. 
The anti-slavery movement was a signal il- 
lustration of the power of truth. Here was 
the slave-syatem, strong in Ita control of over 
$1,000,000,000 invested in human beings—a 
great and hideous monopoly. Parties, sects, 
office holders, and pulpits were in its hands. 
The people were inert, unless aroused, and 
then their prejudices were largely with the 
slaveholder, For one poor man to demand

ed absurd. Daniel Webster denounced the 
anti-slavery. movement as a“ rub-a-dub agita» 
tion.” The poor world, then even more than 
now, saw power only in money and in the 
machinery of party and sect, and had 1 
thought of a mightier power, spiritual ‘and 
invisible.

Conscience won; politicians and pulpits 
an way; parties broke in pleces; gold was 
t dross as against justice; slavery went 
down, and the planter in Georgia joins the 
abolitionist in Massachusetts in rejoicing at 
its downfall.

Tn New Lisbon one night a hundred of us 
stayed at the Qaaker home of Mr. Garretson, 
sleeping in rows feet to feet on the floor, which 
was strewn with straw covered with coarse 
cloth, About midway in the rows were two 
tall Virginians, siaveholdere, who had come 

ver to hear the abolitionists. Their feet al- 
oat touched, and-one laughingly sald: Gen- 
men, this is Mason and Dixon's line. No 
man crosses this in safety” They were man- 
ly characters, greatly interested, and well-be- 
haved. Tho next day a riot broke up the 
meetings for a time, and filled the streets 
with dire threats, In this the Vitginians took 
no part, but oxpressed a lofty and genuine 
contempt for it. Soon came a reaction, and 
great audiences kept the best order. “ 

Soon after this I visited Massillon alone, 
and a mob crowded the entrance to one hall, 
with tar kettle and a bag of feathers ready 
for use, as I came out. A groopof mon guarded 
me. I walked near enough to the kettle .to 
touch it; oaths were plenty, but no act save m 
fusillade of bad eggs spattering the aide walk, 
but hitting nobody. I never feared a mob: 
have no courage to boast òf, but have several 
times walkedquletlz through groupe ot angry 
men, shaking their fists in my face. A ludi- 
crous view of It always came up In my mind, 
which kept fright away, and it is almost im- 
possible for a mob to touch a fearless person. 

In Phillipsville, now Belmont, among the 
hills of Alleghany County, New York, an egg 
thrown through the church door, struck me 
in the left eye. All night long a kind Pres- 
byterian minister, Mr. Van Antwerp, watched 
by me and kept wet and cool cloth on the 
swollen and bleeding eye, and in two weeks 
I was happily well, and past what seemed a 
serious hurt. There was great indignation 
among the people, and that poor egg was as 
good-as à dozen able speeches. 

Going’back to Ohio, a visit to the home of 
Joshua R. Giddings, at Jefferson Ashtabula 
County, is well remembered. He entertained 
us and others, and took part in our meetings, 
giving frank assent, and criticism as frank 
and fair. He was a strong, brave mau, un. 
pretending and genuine, hismanners those of 
a plain countryman who had seen enough of 
the world to be at ease, A strong man phys- 
ically too, with an aspect and carriage show- 
ing that he knew no fear. An elderly man 
came to his door on a warm afternoon, whom 
he greeted as a friend. He seemed a little 
weary after a long ride from his farm. Mr. 
Giddings asked: Where is your horse?" “At 
the gate,” was the unswer. Fand I'l] put him 
In yonr barn if there's room." “You don't 
know about the stables.

us on a footing equal to the most or-

Duting the colleglate term, the old school 
opposition to our Eclectic corporation cord- 
menaced in earnest. First, the enemies induced 
the Commissioners of Charities and Correc- 
tions, who had legal management of Bellow, 
Blackwell Island Hospital, to refuse to the 
United ee _— College, tha i 
panpers, ete.) for purposes of dissection.

A correspond- 
ent of the New Orleans Times-Democrat 
speaks of this building and the Italian pro- 
cess, as follows: “In Rome the body, envel- 
oped In à specially made shroud, rests on an 
iron framo above a fire of wood and coal, and 
it is believed that no other methodof croma- 
tion is so simple and at the same time so 
cheap and so:anobjectionable. The new cre- 
matory is a handsome building, in the Egyp- 
tian style, and consists of three chambers, 
two of which sre above ground. In one of 
these latter the actual incineration takes 
place, and in the other Is kept register for 
the preservation of fall particulars for every 
corpse that is burned. Beneath these rooms 
ina upactous vault, in which on shelves are 
ranged ornamental urns of porcelain, bronze 
and sliver to contain the ashes of the dead.“

intervals to prevent always any feeling of 
faintness or want; exercise for the muscles 
for which also loose clothing is needed, and 
well fitting, broad-soulet boots, with low and 
broud heels, sdnlight in our rooms, because 
nothing will grow r in the dark, 
and plenty of sleep and rest at regular inter- 
vale, and especially during the hours of the 
night. The habits of sleep are perhaps the 
most neglected of any. Children go to plays 
and concert», or sit up late at home every 
night, or a few times a werk, or onte a week, 
and weaken all their semen powers for two 
or three days everytime this ia done. And 
the mother wonders why they are not strong, 
for they exercise out of doors, and rat whole 
some food, they are stronger than they would 
be without any good habite, but the indul- 

ence in this one irregularity, must prove an 
jury.

To your Issue of July 12th. Mr. Wm. C. Claxton, of 
Detroit, Mich., reports an instanca of unsatisfacto 
results of the eariy tralning of children lu the practi- 
cal Intercourse with the depatied, and he attributes 
the fallute of such tralning to “the influence on the 
child before birth.” Now, I think we cannot with 
too great earnestness waru people not to bellere 
that “influence before birth ” can easily detract from 
the y of our educational tangen, No doubt, 
evll or good traits of character may bà inherited, but 
it is doubtful If such ovil or good would ever 
to become of serinus consequeace udless developed 
y education; f. c., unlesa~traloed.” Let educators, 

only the parenta, study the sclence of edacation 
and learo bow to understand the nature of thelr 
children’s mind, in onler to be able ta adapt their 
educational meavures to nature, and, [have no 
doubt, there need be no miscarriage of the aims of 
education, of, at any rate, only few exceptional cases 
of ovil meu. 

But to return to Mr, Claxton’s story, lot me farther 
say that habit is u most powerful means of educa- 
ton. habitually accustomed from early child- 
hood to consider themselves the subjects of God's 
unquenchable wrath, and saved from perdition 
pets Sabian but another innocent heing's nnde- 
ge death, will not only swallow that delectable 

tbit of crankism, but are conrincad that they “are 
the men, aud wisdom will die with them,” and that 
everybody who rejects that nonsense of iat, isa 
fool, ete. Those trained lu the shallow rationalism 
bern of modern selence, will never even examine 
into Spiritualism because their “ knowledge of the 
laws of nature” enablos them to“ answer that ques 
ton without hearing 1.“ Their disbelief is as thick 
afog enveloping thelr reason as the orthodox faith 
is to the first mentioned people.

og and doing; Unless “spiritual training” of child. 
hood attends te all this, It cannot, but in exceptional 
cases of self-education, fall to be a failure.

I selected a spot, 
and the water was obtained at the depth of 157 feet. 
This was, perhaps, seven years ayo, So much water 
was used that it became riled, 4 lovited to go 
there again last winter. I. locat another; this 
Ume water was obtained at the depth of 147 feet, it 
rising within three feet af the tp of the ground, 
The engineer told me that from 1% to 200 barrels
